The specialb from Washington stale tha 


Senators Allison and Aldrich are not mak 
ing much headway in their efforts to reform 
the McKiuley tariff bill. It is said the re- 
pnblicaD senators from the Northwest are in 
favor of lower duties on something like 
general principles; but nearly every one o 
them stick for the highest duty In some par 
ticular case and this destroys all the gooi 
of their general and thinly spread disposi 
tion to do the just thing. It seems tha 
each senator has some special interest t 
look after and his i!»siro to secure an ad 
vantage for it marks out the course lie tuus 
pursue. It has been remarked often tha 
the special advocate is more active than a 
dozen men who are looking after the genera 
good. A republican^enaitr from t^be North 
west furnishes ft good illustration In epl 
tome of the remark; 


He goes to Washington as the general 


representative of the needs of this part o 
the country, but at the same time he is the 
special advocate of some lead ore combina 
tion that wishes to keep out the product o 
Mexico. He soon finds that to secure the 
special lead ore legislation he wants it wil 
ba necessary for him to join hands with a 
few other fellows who are working for th< 
higher duty on tin plate and wool. 
Thi 


special advocate part of him comes to the 
front with all its greater vigor and soon 
chokes the life out of any notions he may 
have about the general good. The moral is 
that the body of the people, who are al 
ways Interested only in legislation for thi 
general good,mcst be careful to avoid voting 
for the special advocate. H^may be a firs' 
class fellow a* men go, one whom yon like 
to meet and with whom you like to have 
business dealings; but he will never do for a 
legislator. The farmers had just as wel 
think of sending an old railroad attorney to 
a grange legislature; the attorney may tn 
& splendid good fellow, but the raslroa< 
holds the first place in his mind. 


But what excuse have our Illinois sens 


tors for not giving the greatest encourage- 
ment to any and all of Allison's efforts ai 
tariff reU'nn; We all know that Allison 
certainly lia? no desire to go too far; he 
would not go halt so far as the general in- 
terest demands.

wife, servant, boarder or child. Travelin 
men or persons who have a place they cou 
sider home are to be taken at tholr home 
and not at a hotel or lodging bouse, 
dwelling is anyplace of abode mid may b 
a loft in a barn, it room over a factory or 
wigwam on the outskirts of a settlement 
In the matter of tenement houses they ar 
to be counted as being as many dwelling 
as there are front doors; no matter how 
many tamilies may be under the rooi 
Wherever there is any sign of life or habi 
tation that place must be searched and ever 
endeavor made to find the persons livin 
therein. 


But the point upon which tlie most ex 


plicit directions are given is that of 'oocupa 
tion or trade. So minutely must a man's oc 
cupation be described that there can possibl 
be no misunderstanding as to the charade 
of his work. Of the hundreds of example 
given for the instruction this one may sliov 
a little of "hat Is intended to ba conveyec 
by what has been said concerning trade 
occupations. A man may say be is a cler 
in a wine shop. This Is not enough. Bar 
tenders will give their trade as that of 
clerk. It becomes the duty then pfth 
enumerator to find out by questionin 
whether he is a clerk or bartender. 
The 


there is a difference between a clerk and 
salesman. A man employing more than 
half his time in the office of his employer i 
a clerk. If he does not do so but his bus 
ness is to sell, he then la rated 'as a sales 
man of groceiles, dry goods or whatever th 
nature of the business may be. 


The above are but a few points of the 


thousand that have to be mastered am 
thoroughly understood by an enumerator sc 
that be can make an intelligent and correc 
report of his district. 
In this city, and in 


fact in most cities manufactories of al 
kinds, great and small, have been takei 
from the regular enumerators and given 
into the hands of special agents. For som 
time past Joseph Ator has been at work 
upon the county indebtedness and farm 
mortgages. 


In this vicinity the pay to the enumera- 


tors will be as follows: 


For each living inhabitant, 2c. 
For each farm returned, 15c. 
For each death reported, at-. 
For each person mentally or physically 


defective, and tor each prisoner, pauper, or 
homeless child enumerated, .jc. 


For each surviving person or widow 01 


person who had served in the army, navy 
or marine corps in the war of the rebel 
lion, 5c. 


These rates are not the ones used every 


where. 
Differ 'nt conditions of settlement 


etc., make hlglier rates oftentimes neces 
sary. The whole and chief object la to give 
a fair remuneration to each officer. 


The law requires that a rt-purt be made 


each day to the superintendent at Washing- 
ton and to the district supervisor, giving 
thenumberof h urs and minutes woikec 
and the amount <>t work performed. 
Then 


a final report is made, and this must agree 
with the daily leports in the matter of lime 
and the amount of work done. 


The penalties for false swearing and for 
lSB returns ai.i very severe, the law mak- 
u the offense ;i misdemennir punishable 
a fine of not less than $800 and imprison- 


ment not exceeding four years.

from these penalties there are those for dis- 
closing an\ information that will come into 
the pos-essiou of the enumerators. Oae 
can readilv see that the work is not eas> 
and there, are some positions under the gov- 
rnmeut that aie not'*snaps." Again, to 
add to the enumerator's horror is the fool 
that In cities of over 10,000 inhabitants of 
the census of 1880 the work must be com- 
pleted within two weeks and In all othei 
3 aces lu the mouth ot June. 


The first shipment of the new dishwash- 


ing machines was made yesterday by F. B. 
Tait & Co. It goes to the university at 
Notre Dame, Ind., where the job of wasti- 
ng dishes for the hundreds of students has 
jeen found to be one of the problems that 
lied the management. The machines have 
>een thoroughly tested and are now believed 
to be perfect. Tait & Co. have so much 
'aitli in the machines that they are going to 
make them extensively, and already have a 
'orce of 15 men at work on them. That 
"orce will be doubled In a week or two, and 
t is quite likely the full force of the factory 
will be employed during the summer on the 
machines. 


The dishwashers are entirely satisfactory, 


so far as work is concerned, and do the 
work of a dozen people. The machine is a 
square box about five feet high, three wide 
and four long. 
The dishes are put Inside 


n crates that tarn around slowly. 
Hot 


soap suds and water is lorced against the 
dishes at an enormous pressure, strong 
enough to carry the water 00 feet. 
The 


soap is thoroughly rinsed off and the dishes 
are dried by the heat 
They are taken oul 


ready for use again. 
A trial was made at 


the St. Nicholas some time ago, and the 
machine worked satisfactorily. 


The cost of a mechanical dishwasher will 


preclude their use in all but the largest es- 
.ablishments, so the tired housekeeper who 
only has the dishes used by a dozen people 
or so can hardly expect to have a machine 
do the work for awhile, at any rate. They 
cost $600 each, and a steam engine and 
boiler is required besides. This is the only 
machine that has proved a success, though 
he need of one has kept all the big hotel 
leepers ready at any time to try the many 
experiments that have been offered.
